NOTE: In clainn 11, it recites a signal processor... generating a coded signal for wireless transnnission which identifies 
the transponder unit and individual pressure sensor locations. The identification of each pressure sensor would raise new issues that 
would require further consideration and search . 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant broadly claims that each pressure 
sensor is adapted to wirelessly transnnit a signal. Since Handfield et al ('516) broadly teaches adapting the pressure sensor (28) to 
wirelessly transmit a signal by an antenna (36)(Column 6, lines 12-24); the reference clearly reads on the claimed limitation . 
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
